Since the days when Henry of Navarre was a two- 
year-old in Byron McClelland's stable, and Lazza- 
rone was a member of H. Eugene Leigh’s string, 
horsemen have never seen a higher-class lot of two- 
year-olds than are now in training near Lexington. 
Ky., and at the time-honored Kentucky Association 
track. Their number, too, largely exceeds that in 
any former year in the last decade, as there are at 
the track alone at least 200 colts and fillies, which 
in a month or six weeks more of steady training 
will be ready to go to the races. Since the first of 



January all of the horses in training, both at the 
Kentucky Association course and at private tracks 
near Lexington, Ky., have been constantly at work. 
Fast trials cannot be reported for a few days, for 
the reason that while many of the horses are far 
advanced in their preparation, the unsettled 
weather has rendered the track unfit for fast work. 
The horses have been galloped over blue grass 
fields near the course, and on the boulevards, which 
extend from the outskirts of the city to Ashland, 
the old home of Henry Clay. 

At Memphis last Tuesday ‘ Dutch” Strubie. who 
is handling Brigade, a Montgomery Handicap can- 
didate, got in a discussion with “Bishop” Poole, 
trainer for Tichenor & Co., over the merits of their 
respective candidates’ chances in the race, and as 
it was work day for both horses Miracle II. and 
Brigade were matched on the spot and sent away 
on a three-quarter trial. Brigade carried over 100 
pounds and Miracle II. packed the 87 pounds which 
he is assigned in the Montgomery Handicap. Brig- 
ade finished pulling to Miracle II. and won easily by 
three length in 1 :161. Miracle II. has been backed 
from 40 to 10 to 1 in the coming race, and his sup- 
porters were discouraged over the result of the im- 
promptu match. 

Waring’ s work in preparation for the Montgom- 
ery Handicap, for which he has been heavily 
backed to win in the future book, was the subject 
for trainers and owners to talk of Sunday at Mont- 
gomery Park. Sam Hildreth’s big son of Masetto 
simply breezed through a mile effort and pulled up 
apparently fresh and without signs of lameness in 
1 :451. Carrying a boy that weighed a pound or two 
more than the 124 pounds allotted in the Montgom- 
ery Handicap, Waring negotiated his mile the frac- 
tional time of which was 251, 50, 1:174, 1 :30t and 
finished in 1 :451. The work impressed all that saw 
it and served to dispel all rumors of Waring’s 
recent disablement. It is said that Bullman had 
engaged to ride Waring, but Hildreth has refused 
to affirm or deny that such is the case.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 

Mars Cassidy will, as usual, do the starting at the 
coming meetings at Bennings and Aqueduct, while 
C. J. Fitzgerald will appear at Memphis before 
going direct to Morris Park to handle the barrier. 
Cassidy, it is understood, will use the same barrier 
that Fitzgerald has used in recent years and in that 
way expects to do more satisfactory work. As the 
Jockey Club has made the “no recall” system a 
permanent institution, it is believed that the 
jockeys will be more easily handled and the starters 
will have less trouble in consequence. The system 
was regarded as an experiment last season, and 
there was considerable adverse criticism, especially 
by bettors. But upon investigating matters, the 
Jockey Club officials discovered that a majority of 
owners, trainers and jockeys were in favor of mak- 
ing the system permanent. Starter Cassidy, at 
Aqueduct last fall, was compelled to use a barrier 
that was rather a handicap than a help to the 
horses. Because of its faults, Cassidy came in for 
much unjust criticism. At Washington his work 
wall be watched with interest. 

On the opening day of the Ontario Jockey Club’s 
spring meeting at Woodbine, May 23, the oldest 
race in America w T ill be run under a new name, the 
Queen’s Plate becoming the King’s Plate, and His 
Majesty, King Edward continuing the gift of fifty 
guineas Queen Victoria instituted as long ago as 
the year 1860. Though the name is changed a little 
and there is another donor of the guineas, the con- 
ditions of the race are the same and it has certainly I 
lost none of its attractiveness. 

The foaling season seems to have opened very 
auspiciously at Oakwood Farm, Lexington, Ky., 
owned by C. F. McMeekin, as five fine foals were 
dropped at his place last Friday. They are as 

follows : 

■Cheetsut colt, by Woolstorpe— Emma Pickwick. 

Bay filly, by Ben Brush— Clarissa. 

Bay colt, by Handspring— Heliopolis. 

Chestnut colt, by Sir Florian— Dresden. 

Bay filly, by Requital— Sultaness. 

In conformity with the ruling made several weeks 
ago in connection with the Judge Steadman case, 
his owner, C. Young of Knoxville, Tenn., has re- 
turned the money won by the horse during the New 
Orleans meeting, which amounted to some $1,100. 
The money will be distributed among those which 
finished back of Judge Steadman in his different 
races. A failure to make good such a settlement

W. H. Laudeman has decided to send his good 
colt Hernando east with J. J. McCafferty’s stable 
to fill his engagements in the Brooklyn and Subur- 
ban Handicaps. Hernando is considered almost 
the best four-year-old in the west, and last year 
won, among other races, the Latonia Derby, 
Superior Stakes and Grand Stand Racing Handi- 
cap, and he has a mile-and-a-half record of 2:33. 
His weight in both great events is 120 pounds.’ It 
may be that arrangements will be made for him to 
remain in the care of Frank B. Van Meter, lately 
engaged by McCafferty as one of his trainers. 
Otherwise he will probably be handled by trainer 
Peter Wimmer. He is not engaged in the Metro- 
politan. . t 

Word comes from Louisville that W.C. Whitney’s 
Futurity winner. Ballyhoo Bey, has shown such 
good form in his daily gallops that John E. Madden 
thinks he will be able to take part in the sprint 
races this year after all. If this latest report proves 
true, turfmen will be glad to see the great colt carry 
Mr. Whitney’s colors, especially in view of the 
series of misfortunes that have befallen the Whit- 
ney horses this winter. 

James R. Keene’s three-year-old colt Telescope 
has been declared out of the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap. William Lakeland is said to be a part owner 
of the animal and has been subjecting him to easy 
training at the Brighton Beach track. The with- 
drawal of Telescope from the Metropolitan does not 
mean that he will be retired, but indicates a plan 
to keep him for later events. 

W. C. Whitney will ship twenty-five of his 
thoroughbreds from the home farm at Westbury to 
Sheepshead Bay today. With the exception of 
Endurance by Right and Elkhorn, which are con- 
valescing from a recent attack of influenza, all are 
in perfect health. Yankee escaped the disease. 
King Hanover, Blue Girl, Gold Seeker, Goldsmith 
and Morningside were at one time seriously ill, but 
have recovered. 

The demand for stable room at Bennings is unpre- 
cedented and it is said that by the time the coming 
meeting opens there will be no accommodations 
for the late comers. Horsemen who have been rac- 
ing at New Orleans have been notified by the Wash- 
ington health officers that they must be vaccinated 
or show a certificate that they have been within 
the past two weeks before they will be permitted to 
unload their horses at the Bennings track.
